PTAs -- Off To 
A Flying Start 


Presidents of more than 4,800 
local parent-teacher associations 
in California will get a head start 
on their year’s work when they 
receive a paeket of leadership 
helps from the California PTA. 
PTA councils, which include the 
associations, in one or more 
school districts, will distribute 
the packets, 

Included in the unit packets, 
are new and revised National and 
State PTA publications, basic 
manuals of the organization, spe- 
cial project reports and other 
helps. Mrs. Vincent P. Ander- 
sen, Richmond, California PTA 
director of organization, has said 
that some councils and districts 
have planned workshops to pro- 
vide instruction in the use of the 
materials. 

One publication, titled ‘The 
Chalkboard,’’ suggests ways a 
PTA can learn the needs of its 
schoo] district and lists 15 
studies currently being made by 
California PTAs. This pamphlet 
is published by the California 
PTA education department head- 
ed by Mrs. Richard Macy, Whit- 
tier, 

Two pamphlets have been re- 
vised, “Pertinent Information,” a 
billfold-size summary of statis- 
ties and projects of PTA in Cali- 
fornia, and “Improving Our Part- 
nership,” a handbook on PTA-ad- 
ministrator relationships. 

Among items included in the 
packet is a list of the topics to 
be covered in the parent and fam 
ily life education programs be- 
ginning in the September, 1971, 
issue of “The PTA Magazine.” 
The magazine annually carries a 
program for three different age 
groups, pre-school, elementary 
schoo] age and adolescent, each 
of which is directed by authori- 
ties in the field. Some of the 
topics are: for parents of pre- 
schoolers, “‘Tip-offs of Personal- 
ity Traits” and ‘“‘Putting Parents 
Into the Reading Picture;” for 
parents of elementary school age 
children, ‘‘Teaching the Three 
R’s—Assessment of ’72’’ and 
“Early Drug Alerts;” and for 
parents of adolescents, ‘What 
School Reformers Want” and 
“What Chance Has the NOW 
Graduate.” 

Mrs. Doyle Hoffman, E] Monte, 
president of the California PTA, 
in a letter to the unit presidents 
emphasizes the value of the free 
materials and urges sharing them 
“with the officers and. chairmen 
so that they will know what is 
available to assist them.”

Measles Cases 
Up In County 


An intensive new drive to im- 
munize all Alameda County chil- 
dren against measles was 
launched Monday, by the County 
Health Care Agency. 

Agency doctors for the first 
time began using a new combined 
vaccine which is effective against 
both measles and rubella (Ger- 
man measles). 

Action to initiate the measles 
drive was taken because of the 
rapid recent increase in the di- 
sease. More than 100 measles 
cases were reported in the county 
during th first six months of this 
year—compared to 26 during the) 
same period of 1970, Dr. James C, 
Malcolm, county health officer, 
said. 

Previously there had been a 
general decline in measles casés 
throughout the county, from 
3,391 cases in-1959 to only 43 last 


year. 

Dr. Malcolm said a similar four-| 
fold increase in measles has been 
reported throughout the state) 
during the past year, and that 
nationally the number of cases' 
has doubled { 

All children are required by 
law to be vaccinated against 
measles and polio prior to enter- 
ing school this fall, Dr, Malcolm 
said.

UNFAIR, CONTRACT 


Never sign a contract unless 
you have read what it says and 
know what it means. If you 
ean’t make it out, take it toa 
lawyer. He 
may save you 
grief later. 

Take the 
case of Gus 
Gasman, He 
leased a gas 
station from 
an oil company. With the con- 
tract already printed Gus could 
either take it or leave it. Al- 
though the lease had some 
rather unusual terms Gus had 
no choice but to sign it. 

One term said that Gus must 
“hold the company harmless” 
for any liability it incurred 
for anything it did on the sta- 
tion grounds. This would have 
made Gus responsible for any- 
thing the company might do 
while Gus ran the station. 

One day an oil company man 
came out to fix a gas pump, 
and he was showing Gus how 
to adjust it. Instead, the repair- 
man accidentally sprayed Gus 
with gas, It ignited, and burned 
Gus and his helper. They sued 
the employee and the oil com- 
pany for damages and won. 


Next thing Gus knew, the 
oil company sued him under 
his lease saying that he had 
clearly agreed to hold the com- 
pany harmless for anything 
that might go wrong at the sta- 
tion. The court, however, re- 
fused to enforce that clause as 
“contrary to public policy.” 
Besides, the clause was never 
brought to Gus’ attention. He

‘When there is a great dis- 
parity in bargaining power be- 
tween two contracting parties 
as was the case here, courts 
carefully check any terms 
which the stronger party de- 
mands, 

Take another. case, Bessie 
rushed her child to the com- 
munity hospital where she 
would enter as a non-paying 
patient. Before the hospital 
would let her child in, she had 
to sign an agreement to excuse 
the hospital for any negligence 
by any of its staff. Later one 
of its nurses made a mistake 
which injured Bessie’s child. 
When Bessie sued the hospital 
said that the agreement barred 
her claim. 

The court ruled the contract 
was “against public policy.” 
The hospital’s strong position 
made it grossly unfair since 
Bessie could do nothing else 
but sign in such an emergency. 


The hospital could not exempt 
itself from its own negligence 
in this way, the court said.

Consumers’ complaints are 
pouring into the office of the At- 
torney General of California at 
the rate of 12,000 a year, ‘‘and 
theyre inereasing fast,” 
John C, Porter, Deputy Attorney 
General in the San Francisco 
office, 


Porter noted that these com- 
plaints ‘‘give us leads for needed 
state legislation,” on such things 
as charter flights, phony contests 
and cooling-off periods on sales 
contracts, 

The Attorney General’s office 
is also asking the California leg- 
islature to require the Dept. of 
Motor Vehicles to get a record of 
a car’s mileage at the time of 
each sale of the vehicle, and to 
stop deficiency judgements, 
which often profit the finance 
firm when a car is repossessed 
and sold because the buyer 
couldn't keep up the payments. 

“We're also trying to eliminate 
the holder in due-course abuses, 
so that a buyer of an automobile, 
for example, would have the 
same and original rights and 
guarantees enforceable against 
the auto dealer, even though the 
installment sale contract has been 
sold to a bank or other finance 
firm,” Porter emphasized. His 
office is also encouraging legis- 
lation to give the consumer re- 
dress against the holder of the 
contract, i.e. the lending institu- 
tion.
